iis. Marie Wright Creates a Sensation 
in the Capital, and Gains

Wasurvaton, April 5.—[Special.]—As indi- 
cated in last night’s dispatches, the dead lock 
in the house is one that means something. It 
is still a simple question of endurance. In an 
interview tonight with General Oates, the 
yater of the filibustering party, when asked 
@hat his fature plans were, he replied: 

“T never went in to a fight I did not go in to 
stay until it was over. I aim here to stay in 
this fight. I had organized my forces with 
the view of beating the bill, if possible. I am 
going to continue filibustering as long as I 
can, unicss the opposition yields to my amend- 
ment for the payment of the cotton tax, or my 
own followers weaken in their devotion to 
their § ‘principles in the defeat 

_ of the measure, and as long 
as they stay with meI will prevent the pas- 
gage of the bill.” 

The only fear is that Mr. Oates may have to 
abandon his tacticsand give the republicans 
 ¢he day is that the democrats from the north- 
ern states, wlio are interested in the refunding 
of the direct tax, but opposed to the payment 
of the cotton tax, will desert the filibusters, 
and: go over with the republicans, What 
General Oates most desires is to wear out the 
opposition in filibustering, and keep up the 
deadlock as long as possible, There are no 
northern denioecrats who can be counted upon 
as friendly to the cotton tax amendment, and 
in case they should get tired first, the bill re- 
funding the direct tax will without doubt be 
passed. 

General Oates, however, has shown marked 
ability as a leader, and atthe close ofthe ses- 
gion tonight, his followers were as _en- 
thusiastic in carrying on the filibustering as 
they were at the beginning. 

Mr. Taulbee, of Kentucky, who is opposing 
General Oates, said in the house today if it was 
a matter of endurance he believed in fighting 
itstraight toa finish without adjournment. 
To this Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, who 
is Qates’s mest able lieutenant, replied that if 
it had resolved itself into a question of eudur- 
ance he was coffident that a jackass 
could hold out longer’ than brains. 
This broke the monotony occasioned by con- 
tinuous roll calls, and the house for a time be- 
came a scene of hilarity, and Taulbee retired 
to the cloakroom and there remained. 

Upon the convening of the house in the 
morning General Oates will resume the fight 
where it was left off when the recess was taken 
tonight. No matter how long the deadlock 
may continue, it is not probable there will be 
any more night sessions, as the scenes 
and conduct of the members. last 
night occasioned, by too frequent visits 
w restaurants, were disgraceful in the 
extreme. The Georgia delegation are still

) son, jpf Texas, is the only member of that dc!l- 


egation who is not of the filibusterers. He 

» favors tke original bill. The Souih Carolina 
delegation, with the exception of ‘Tillman, 
wlio are now voting against the filipusterers, 
because they want the amount collected by 
the government from that state refunded, 
when the time comes will join Tillman and 
yote for the cotton tax amendment. 

The republicans, under the leadership of 
Reed, say they are willing to keep up the 
fight from now ufitil the 4th of next-March 
rather than have the direct tax bill defeated. 

Mrs. Marie Wright, representing the Sunny 
South, of Atlanta, was the recipient of much 
free advertising, both for herself and the 
paper. She represented, by a story which was 
published to-day, to the effect that the presi- 
dent, at the risk of ‘his life, rescued her from 
arunaway horse afew evenings ago, near his 
suinmer home, Red Top. Upon an investiga- 
-tion of the storv, it appears that the president 
was merely a spectator, while Secretary Fair- 
child did what littiec was necessary. The facts 
in the case aro as follows: 

A few daysago the president was walking 
along the road near his country home with 
Secretary Fairchild, when they heard cries of 
disrtess about a hundred yards ahead of them, 
aud saw a horse in a gully alongside the road, 
whose rider, Mrs. Marie Wright, seemed to le 
trying to have the animal .climb a high 
fence, which Yan close by the river, was 
Screaming at the top of her voice, and seemed 
tohave lost her head completely. A man 
passed along the road at the time,and evidently 
thought the lady was in no danger, whatever, 
At any rate, he didn’t go to her assistance. 
Secretary Farrehild, however, thought] other- 
Wise, and hastening to the spot, took hold of 
the bridle and gently led the horse into the 
middle of the road. That is all there was to 
the report of the president’s gallant rescue of 
alady. The president merely saw the océur- 
rence. Ile didn’t speak to the lady, nor, help 
her in any way, for the simple reason that he 
didn’t have an opportunity of deing so. Fair- 
child said this morning the story is very much 
exaggerated’ in the newspapers. He added, 
modestiy, that he did all thet wag necessary 
and that was very little. The lady had guided 
her horse off the road, and did not seem to be 
able to get itback, The'president did not offer 
the lady the use of his carriage for the simple 
reason that it was in the white house stables 
many miles away. 

Since the brick silver amendment to the 
bond purchase bill passed the senace today, it 
has been reported that should the house con- 
cur in the amendment, the president will veto 
the bill.

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THE BOND PURCHASE BILL. 


The Senate Amends the Bill and Passes 
It. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—In the senate, house 


bills to remove the political disabilities of Wil” 


liam W. Mackall, of Virginia, and in regard 
to terms of United States courtg at Vicksburg, 
Miss., were reported from the judiciary com- 
mittee and passed. 

Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, addressed the senate 
on the subject of the president’s annual mes- 
sage. He quoted the figures contained in the 
last annial report of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, showing the receipts and expenditures of 
the government for the last three years—the 
ageTecate of reccints over expenditures being 
$178,000,000, or an average of $59,000,000 a 
year. The result thus disclosed, he said, pre- 
sented the limit within which congress should 
move in the matter of, reducing revenue. 
Hiowever much the senators might differ 
the methods of reduction, 
all would doubtless agree that 
revenue should be reduced. The method ot 
doing this, which appealed most favorably to 
Mr. Wilson, was the removal of the duty on 
star and molasses, which yields about $58,- 
000,000 annually, and he suggested the propri- 
ety of a bounty te American sugar produvers. 

At the close of Mr. Wilson’s speech (at 3 
o’clock,) consideration of the house bill for the 
purchase of United States bonds was resumed. 

ln afew sentences Mr. McPherson withdrew 
thea amendment offered by him yesterday. 

Then the substitute, as amended by Mr. 
Beck’s proposition, was agreed to without dis- 
cussion or division and the bill was read the 
third tim? and passed. 

A desire to have the yeas and nays taken on 
the passage of the bill was indicated by Mr. 
Stewart, but hearing dissent on all sides, he 
withdrow the demand and then, on motion of 
Mr. Beck, the senate insisted on its amend- 
nent to the bill and a committee of conference 
was ordered, 

Following is the text of the bill as passed: 

Section 2, of the act Making a} propriations for 
the sundry civil expenses of the government for the 
yeur ending June 30, 1882, and for other purposes, 
and which is as follows: ‘That the secretary of the 
treasury may, at any time, apply the surplas money 
in the treasury, not otherwise appropriated, or so 
much thoreot cs he may pode proper, to the 
] u*chase or redemption of United States bonds, pro- 
vided that the bonds so purehased or redeemed 
shall constitute no part of the sinking fund, but 
shall be eancelled,”’ was intended to be a perma- 
nent provision of Jaw andthe sameis hereby de- 
clared to have been, since its enactment, and to be 
now, in tull force and effect. 

Section 2. That whenever the circulation or any 
portion thereof of any national bank not in liquida- 
tion shall be surrendered by a deposit of United States 
notes in the treasury or otherwise, and the same, or 
an equivalent amount, isnot taken by other national 
banks within thirty days thereafter, the secretary of 
the treasury ishe-e>y authorized and directed to 
purchase atthe market price thereof an-equivalent 
amount in silver bullion in excess of the minimum 
of two mill on dollars worth per month for coinage 
purposes, which shall be coiued and used as proyvid- 
edin the act passed February 28th, 187, entitled 
“Anect to wutherize the coinage of standard silver 
dellars and restore its legal tender character; pro- 
vided that nethiugin this act shall alter or repeal 
said act of Febru:ry 23th, 1873.’’ 

The senate then preceeded to the considera- 
tion of the b2!l to provide for the establishment 
of a bureau of animal industry to facilitate the 
exportation of live stock and their products 
and extirpate contagious pleuro-pneumonia 
and other diseases among domestic animals. 

After a couple of hours spentin the reading 
of the bill aad report, and of various communi- 
cations (one of them from the commissioner of 
agriculture, criticising the bill adversely,) and 
after some discussion, the bill was laid aside 
without action. 

Messrs. Sherman, Allison and Beck were 
appointed conferees on part of the senate on 
the bond purchase bill. 

After executive session the senate adjourned.

A DEADLOCK IN THE HOUSE, 
The Day Spent in Calling the Roli on Dila~ 
tory Motions. 

WasuiIncton, April 5.—The fight over the 
direct tax bill was resumed this morning, when 
at 11:45 the house met in continuation of the 
legislative day of Wednesday. 

Mr. Reed, of Maine, immediately demanded 
the regular order, which the speaker announced 
to be the vote on the motion that when the 
house adjourned today it to be to meet Satur- 
day next. 

This motion having been defeated, Mr. Lan- 
ham, of Texas, at 12:20, raised the point of or- 
der that the day assigned for the consideration 
of the direct tax bill had expired, and he pro- 
ceeded to argue in favor of the point, 

Mr. Keed inquired of the speaker how it was 
that the gentleman obtained the floor when 
there were several motions pending to adjourn 
to a day certain. 

‘The speaker replied that the point of order 
was intended to operate as an estopal of those 
motions. 

Mr, Lanhain suggested that Mr: Reed per- 
mit him to air his parliamentary knowledge in 
order to vary the monotny of the procecdings. 
He then proceeded to argue, with frequent 
citations from previous decisions, that the 
speaker has the power to say that undera 
common sense construction of the rules of or- 
der assigning Tuesday and Wednesday for the 
conseration of the direct tax bf! had éx- 

vired. To adopt any other construction would 
bb to violate the intention of the conmittce on 
rules in réporting the assignment and of the 
house in agreeing toit. A clear construction 
of the assignment would show that it applied 
not to the legislatiye day, but to the calendar 
day. 

Tho speaker disclaimed any power to ad- 
journ the house and held that as long as the 
house refused to adjourn the legislative day of 
Wednesday would continue. He recalled 
many precedents for the decision and-espe- 
cially the precedent presented in. the case of 
the electoral commission bill, when the legis- 
lative day extended over thirty calendar days. 
He overruled the point of order. 

Mr. Lanham suggested that the legislative 
day of Wednesday might continue until De- 
cen ber, 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, extended the sug- 
gestion by remarking that it might continue 
until March. 

The speaker—It might last until the terms 
of the present members of the house expired. 

Mr. Buchanan, of New Jersey-—And it will, 

Mr. Wilson, of Minnesota, attempted to find 
a flaw in the decision of the speaker, but as 
the speaker was fortified witha Iehg line of 
precedents, that attempt was unsuccessful. 
~ The dreary round of roll calls on dilatory 
motions wasthen resumed. In an interval 
between votes, Mr. Hatch, by unanimous con- 
sent, introduced the following resolution : 

That the interstate commerce commission be 
instructed to consider what can be done to pre- 
veut loss of life and limb in coupling and un- 
coupling cars used in interstate commerce, and 
in handling the brakes of such cars, and. in 
what way the growth of the system of heating 
passenger cars from the locomotive, or other 
source, can be promoted, tothe end that such 
commission may make recommendation in the 
premises to the various railroads within its 
jurisdiction and report its doings to congress 
utan carly date, with such suggestions as to 
legislation on such subjects as may seem to it 
necessary and expedient. Referred to the 
committee on commerce. 

The entire day was consumed in roll calls. 
Not an incident of interest occurred, and 
finally, wearied out, the house, at 5:10, by 
unanimous ccnsent, took a recess until 11:45

JACOB SHARP DEAD. 


“I Will Not Live to be Tried 
Again.”’ 


LAST MOMENTS OF THE OLD MAN. 


A Cold Contracted During the Late Blizzard 
the Immediate Cause of His Death 
His Whysician Talks. 


New York, April 5.—Jacob Sharp died at 
9:20 p. m., at his late residence, 354 West 33d 
Street.. His two daughters and grandson, 
George Sharp, were present. 

Mr. Sharp's doctor said this evening: 

“His recentsicknéss, as is pretty well known, 
was brought about by cold contracted during 
the blizzard in Rome, N. Y. He had been 2 
very sick man for several years. I was con- 
vinced-in my Own mind that his term of life 
was short. He had been unconscious for sev- 
eral days before his death, and died without 
recognizing his relatives around his bed. 

“ile was a very undemonstrative man and 
had but little to say at any time. During his 
sickness he seldom spoke. One day last week, 
however, when we were alone in his room, he 
looked up and abruptly said: 

“Doctor, I don’t think I shall ever live to 
be tried.’’ 

He spoke earnestly, and without saying 
another word, lay back on the pillow and 
closed his eyes. But for the cold, which indi- 
rectly caused his death, Mr. Sharp might have 
lived for several years, despite the other 
troubles. 

The immediate cause of death was heart 
disease, though he had been troubled with 
heart and kidney troubles, and diabetes, for 
several years, In his last hours he was taken 
with fits of coughing, followed by coma. At 
#:20 he experienced more severe coughing, 
and fell back in his bed dead. 
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THE BULLET DID ITS WORK. 
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Mr. Dorsey Lewis Lays His Antagonist Very 
Low. 


TALLADEGA, Ala., April 5.—[Special.]—On 
yesterday evening, on the plantation of J. M. 
wis, about fifteen miles from Talladega, a 
man by the name of Daniels was shot and 
killed by Mr. Dorsey Lewis, who runs the plan- 
tation of his brother. Daniels was a tenant 
upon the plantation, and was on the point of 
leaving the premises without a setilement with 
Mr. Lewis, Mr. Lewis went over in the after- 
noon to investigate the matter, and a personal 
difficulty ensued, in which Daniels cursed 
Lewis, refused to seitle and fired at Lewis, 
who was unarmed, as he _ rode _. off 
from the house. Daniels returned 
the house, reloaded his gun and said to Mr. 
Howell, a sewing machine agent, that he 
would ‘‘get Lewis next time.” Abont dark 
Mr, Lewis returned with several friends for the 
purpose of affecting a settlement with Daniels 
before he shou!d leave the plantation, taking 
his rific with him for protection, as Daniels 
had fired at him on leaving the house in the 
afternoon. As Lewis and his friends knocked 
at the door, Daniels sprang for his gun, and 
advanced with it cocked and almost drawn 
upon Lewis, when Lewis instantly raised his 
rifle and shot Daniels through the chest, kill- 
ing him on the spot. An investigation was 
made of the affair today, and, after 
the testimony substantially, aa the statement 
above, was given in, the defendant, Mr. Lewis, 
was bound over toawait the actionof the g 
jury under a bond of $1,000. Mr. Tewis is the 
brother of Mr.J.M.Lewis, the capitalist of Tal- 
ladega,and is a respectable, peaceable and law- 
abiding citizen. e is a man of splendid busi- 
ness qualifications, attends to his own affairs 
and is a consistent member of the church. The 
affair is greatly regretted by his many acquaint- 
ances and friends, and everybody is sanguine 
of his vindication when the matter shall come 
before the proper tribunal for trial.

TERRIBLE WIND STORMS. 


Great Damage Done to Minnesota Villages 
and Farms. 


WATERVILLE, Minn., April 5.-A very 
severe storm commenced here yesterday after- 
noon at about 3 o’clock and continued all 
night. Thestorm was accompanied by heavy 
thunder and lightning and terrible wind from 
the east. In the village but very little damage 
was done, some old roofs being blown off and 
things generally being shaken up. The only 
serious damag® reported here consists of 
several houses unroofed, and at one place, 
several miles north of here, the upper story of 
a house belonging to a man named Sterling 
was blown completely otf, seriously, if not 
fatally, injuring two children, one of whom 
was an invalid. 

At Morristown an elevator was blown down 
and considerable other damage done. At 
Bean’s mills, two miles west of Faribault, 
fifteen box cars, which were on a side track 
with the brakes set, were blown out on the 
main track. So far not enough rain has fallen 
to cause any washouts, but if the storm con- 
tinues it is highly probable there will be 
<rouble. 

A Faribault, Minn., special says that at 
3:30 yesterday afternoon that city was visited 
by the most terrible wind and hail storm it has 
ever experienced, Roofs were torn off from 
store buildtngs, signs blown hither and thither 
like straws, and dry goods boxes and empty 
barrels sent flying up the main street like 
paper balls. .There was nothing cyclonic in 
the storm—it was mainly wind and hail. 
Coming from the southeast at the rate af sixty 
miles an hour it struck the center of the city 
at 3°32 0'clock and continued in great violence 
for fifteen minutes. Telegraph and telephone 
poles were broken off, snapping like reeds 
under the fury of the gale. It is estimated 
that the total loss will be one hundred thou- 
sand dollars, and possibly more. 


HE WILL HANG, 


A Murderer Disposes of His Three Chil- 
dren. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 5.—[Special.]—N. 
B. Lester, the slayer of Lieutenant J. T. Lane, 
at Lebanon, and who is to be executed on the 
20th, signed a paper requesting hisgpsister-in- 
law, Mrs. Mary M. Moseley, wife of W. O. 
Moseley, to adopt his three children, Iven T. 
Lester, aged 14 years; Francis Marion Lester, 
aged.12 years, and Thomas Kercheval Lester, 
aged 10 years. Ile alleges that his reasons for 
this course are that he desires hig ehildren 
to be brought up under that Christian influ- 
ence whieh he feels Mrs. Moseley will wield 
over them. The condemned man has given up 
all hope, and has calmly resigned himself to 
his fate. Sheriff Marshall received yesterday 
from the supreme court clerk, Nat Baxter, 5r., 
a copy of the decision and sentence passed upon 
Lester, which s that Lester shall be turned 
over to the Sheri of Wilson county, and that 
he shall be hanged Friday, April 20, between 
the hours of 8 a. m. and 4 p. m,, at Lebanon. 
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Pleased With High License. 


Sr. Paut, Minn., April 5.—A local, paper 


publishes interviews with about 200 prominent 


representatives of Minnesota regarding the 
wotkings of high license in this state, where 
the law has enin effect for about eight 
months. Itis agreed that the law has worked 
well in all cities and that the effect has been 
good not only in the sense of an increased rev- 
erue, but in lessening the number of saloons 
and in bettering the character of those that 
are in operation under thelaw. With one 
single exception the replies show that senti- 
ment is favorable to the retention of the law. 
In nearly every case the statement is made that 
the people would not consent to retarn to the 
old order of things. In Cass county, where 
there are a great many Germans, the law has 
been disregarded, but sentiment there has 
becn strongly opposed to any restriction of the 
trafiic. oe

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‘THE TWO TREATIES. “ 


The Senate Consents to Make Their Provis- 
fons Public. . 

W4SsHInatow. April 5.—The senate has re- 
moved the injunction of secrecy from the Chi- 
nese treaty, but not from the president’s letter 
of transmittal. “Both have alréady been pub- 
lished in full. It has also removed the injunc- 
tion from the British extradition treaty, re- 
ported by Spnater Morgan, Jannary 12th, and 
subsequently recommitted on account of Sena- 
tor Riddleberger's o ition. This, too, has 
already been published. Article 1, of this 
treaty, extending the provisions of the exist- 
ing @Xtradition treaty to the crimes of man- 
slaughter, burglary, embezzlement to the 
amoant of fifty dollars, and malicious 
injary to property, was amended by the 
senate Committee on foreign relations. 
The added yrovisions are on which Secretary 
Bayard’s friends have, on his behalf, disavow- 
ed, and are understood to be the chief grounds 
of Mr. Riddleberger’s opposition. The clause, 
as it appears in the treaty sent to the senate, 
was as follows: 

Malicéous muuries to prorerty, whereby-the life of 
any pcrson Shall be endangered, if such injurics 
constitute crime according to the laws of both high 
contracting parties. 

The s@hate committee on foreign reiations 
amended this to read: 

Malic,ogs injuries to persons or property, by the 
use of explosives, or malicious injuries or obstruc- 
tious to railways, whereby the life of any person 
shall be endangered, if such injuries com:titute 
crime according to the laws of both high contract- 
ing parties, or according to the laws ofthat political 
division @6f either couatry in which the offense 
shall have been commitied. and of that positical 
diversionofthe country in which the offended 
shall be arrested. 


PLUNGED INTO THE CREEK. 


An Accident on the St. Paul Railroad—Sev- 
eral Persons Killed. 


New Hampton, Iowa, April 5.—A terrible 
accident occurred about four miles west of here 
on the St. Paul railroad, by which at least a 
dozen persons lost their lives, and from fifteen 
to twenty were injured. The train which left 
Chicago at 11:30 yesterday morning, and was 
due here at 2:13 this morning, passed here 
nearly on time, and when about four miles 
west, ._plunged intoa creek, The creek was 
swollen by the intmense amount of watar 
which has been running off for the past few 
days, and in addition a gorge of ice was form- 
ed, which carried away a _ portion of 
the bridge. There was nothing to show 
that thete was danger shead, and tho 
train © plunged into the swollen 
stream, While running at full speed. The en- 
gine and three eoaches were immediately sub- 
merged. Such of the trainmen and passengers 
a$ were uninjured rescued a number of passen- 
gers from the submerged cars, dragging them 
through the windows. Up to 11 o'clock this 
morning; six dead bodies had been taken out 
from the wreck and three more are known to 
be andesfieath the debris, through . which the 
water ispouring. It isalso stated that the 
engineer and fireman were instantly killed, or 
were catght in the cab and drowned befofe aid 
could reach them. But the confusion and 
excitemént is so great that it is diflicult to se- 
cure reliable information. 

In addition to the passengers known to be 
killed frem fifteen to twenty are more or less 
seriouslyinjured. A number are so danger- 
onsly hurt that itis feared they cannot recover. 
As soon as a trainman who escape: injury 
could be Bpared, he was dispatched to the sta- 
tion andYelief was telegraphed for from Ma- 
son City, Telegrams for relief were also sent 
to Charles City and other near by places. 
But it : til several hours alter the ac- 
cident tliat thé train derived with physicians to 
eare forthe imjured and additional helping 
hands to aid in rescuing those still confined in 
the wreck. It is understood here that a relief 
train has been sent from the west and a num- 
ber of the injured removed to Charlies City, 16 
miles west of the scene of the accident. 
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RECORD OF THE FLAMES. 


An Oil Warehouse Burns in Baltimore— 
Other Blazes. 


Bartt:morE, April 5.—Atan early hour this 
morning a large one story storage warehouse, 
on Hooper’s wharf, was discovered to be. on 
fire, andthe firemen responded quickly. Its 
contens were coal oil and phosphates, belong- 
ing to Gritlith & Co., and were destroyed. The 
burning oil ran under an adjoining warehouse 
containing six hundred barrels of coal oi! 
which, with the contents, were also destroyed. 
The damage is now estimated at forty thousand 
dollars. The burning oil ran over the wharf 
to the water inthe harbor which for a time 
was a sheet of flame. A number of small ves- 
sels wefe lying near, all of which escaped 
serious injury, except a small sloop 
which was caught and her Sails and rigging 
destroyed. A change of wind, which blew the 
flames back toward the 
aided in saving the craft.

000; insurance $12,000. 

AmeEsaurRy, Mass., April 5.—The largest fire 
ever known in this town is raging. The Bab- 
cock Carriage company is burned, also J. H. 
Clark & Co., Walker, Shiels & Co., A. N. 
Parry & Co.,the Lambert, Hollender and Hume 
carriage company, while nearly a dozen dwell- 
ings have been burned. The fire is spreading 
and threatens destruction to a large amount of 
other property. The loss will probably reach 
several hundred thousand dollars. Help has 
been asked from —Tawrence, Merrimac, Hayer- 
hill and Nowburyport. 

About one-half the business portion of the 
town was destroyed. Over one thousand peo- 
ple are thrown outof employment and the 
shock to business prosperity of the town 
will be severe. The fire was not under control 
until nearly one o’clock this morning, and is 
still burning fiercely. The total loss is estima- 
ted at nearly $1,000,000, but it 1s impossible to 
give any estimate of insurance. In all seven 
large carriage factories were burned. The 
principal losers are as follows: F. F. A. Bab- 
cock & Co., $200,000; Nathaniel H. Folger, 
$75,000; A. N. Parry & Co., $60,000; C. N. 
Bennett, $40,000; M. M. Dennett, $30,000. 
Lambert Hollander, $15,000; John H. Clark, 
$40,000; Hume Carriage company, $30.000.

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BISMARCK OBJECTS 


To the Projected Marriage of the 
Princess Victoria 


TO ALEXANDER OF BATTENBURG, 


And Threatens to Resign the Chancellorship 
—Conferences with the Emperer— 
Other News From Abroad, 


Berwin, April 5.—The Cologne Gazette to- 
day publishes the following: 

Great excitement prevails in diplomatic circles in 
Berlin, over the possibility of the speedy 
resignation of Bismarck, because of the 
proposed marriage of Prince Alexander, of Batten- 
berg, and the Princess Viciori:, of Prussia. Prince 
Alexander wishes to accompany Queen Victcr.a to 
berlin as a suitor for the hand of the princess. The 
bearing of the rep: r_s is so serious that they cannot 
be pasted over. Until the Bulgarian question shall 
have been settled by all the powers the projected 
marriage can only be judged from a political point 
of view, and on that account the marriage is an im- 
-possibility. German po‘licians endeayor to avoid 
anything that would be iiiely to arcuse the slight- 
est inducemeut for suspicion in the Bulgarian ques- 
tien. Germany must,in accordance with the declara- 
tion made by Biemarck in the reichstag, remain 
a wholly uninterested purty. As long a3 Balyaria 
is in question this course of action affords the only 
means of remaining in the full confidence of the 
opposing governinents. That confidence would b2 
disturbed in an instant if the ezar’s most bitter an- 
fagonist were to become son-in-law ot Emperor 
Frederick. AsaGeiman patriot Prince Alexander 
cannot take u step which can only be the reverse of 
beneficialto the fatherland. The intelligence of 
the prince is so highly esteemed that it is tmpossi- 
ble for him to attempt a suit which would assuredly 
cost the Gerinaa people so much. 

Public opinion in Berlin is emphatically in 
favor of Bismarck. 

The report of Prince Pismarek’s resignation 
came first from the Cologne Gazette's Vienna 
correspondent. It is supposed the chancellor 
took this means to make his threat known. 
The article in the Cologne Gazette appeared 
in the evening edition of that paper. 

A strong atlection has existed between the 
young couples since Prince Alexander’s visit 
to Berlin m 1585. The late emperor opposed 
the match, but it is believed that Emperor 
Frederick and empress, and Quecn Victoria 
look upon jt with favor. Bismarck has had a 
long conference with the empress, and has also 
laid before Emperor Frederick a comprehen- 
sive statement in writing of the bentbie con- 
sequences of the marriage. The result, accord- 
ing to the latest report, is that the marriage 
has been poaupeniad for the present, and that 
Bismarck retains his position. 

Minister Von Puttkamer has returned to 
Berlin from his visit to the flooded districts. 
He fully confirms the reports of terrible dis- 
tress caused by the inundations and says that 
even the most gencrous private and public 
assurance can heal but a small number of 
wounds, which fate has dealt. Liberal help 
from abroad, as well as from Germany, is 
earnestly requested. 

Since the reaction of public opinion in his 
favor, Dr. MacKenzie is daily flooded with 
invitations of a social nature. 

Lonpon, April 6.—The Times says it has 
authentic private information that the state- 
ment in the Cologne .Gazette regarding Lis- 
marck is true. Emperor l'rederick and Prince 
Bismarck disagree. The former desires to 
sanction the marriage of Prince Alexander 
and Princes Victoria, while Bismarck bitterly 
opposes their union* for state reasons. The 
queen’s visit to Berlin, the ‘Limes says, 1s con- 
nected with the matter. 

It is rumored that if Prince Bismarck re- 
signs Cougt Herbert Bismarck will also resign. 

Bismarck had along conference this after- 
noon. with the emperor. ‘The crown prince 
and the grand duke of Baden also had inter- 
views with the emperor. 

Professor Esmarci: examined ths emperor’s 
throat today and approved Dr. MacKenzie's 
treatment. Dr. MacKenzie will go to London 
on Monday if possible. 

Loxpon, April 5.—Up to a late hour tonight 
the telegram agency had received no confirma- 
tion of the report that Bismarck would resign. 
But little importance, however, is attached to 
semi-official denials. 

AFYAIRS IN FRANCE, 
Not Much Contidence inthe New Cabinet— 
Boulanger’s Candidacy, 

Paris, April 5.—M. de Freyci:.t, minister 

of warin the new cabinet, will allow the new 


war debt to retain an exclusively military 


character, and will refer to a special secretary- 
ship all civil and parliamentary questions. 

All Paris journals say that yesterday’s vot- 
ing in the senate and chamber of deputies on 
motions to adjourn indicates that the cabinet 
is distrusted. 

General Boulanger will make noreply to the 
question put tohim by the radical congress, 
bat will probably issue another cireular to the 
electors of the department of Nord. The 
Nord opportunists committee will support 
Fourcard as a candidate for the chamber of 
deputies in opposition to Boulanger. 

Five hundred anarchists assembled outsido 
the labor bureau today to protest against the 
registry officers. Speakers reproached the 
workmen with grovelling before a general who 
had been deprived of his plumes. They de- 
clared thatthe people must cut the throats of 
proprictors of registry offices in the same way 
that their fathers had cut the throatof the 
king. The police dispersed the meeting when 
the riot appeared to be imminent. 

M. De Freycinet, minister of war, has sent 
a circular to all commanders of the different 
army corps asking them to maintain absolute 
respect for registry officers among all ranks. 


An Embarrassing Present.

A Trade Being Made Between the Knights of 
Labor and Brotherhood of Engineers. 

Cuicaao, April 5.—Referring tothe reported 
deal between the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers and Firemen and General Master 
Workman Powderly, of the Knights of Labor, 
by which all knights in the employ of the “Q.”” 
road were to be called off, the Chicago Times 
this morning states that the proposition is still 
pending and a decision may not be reached for 
some days yet. The engineers, firemen and 
switchmen desire Mr. Powderly to call out the 
knights who have taken their places on 
the “Q.,” and, if it should become 
necessary, also the train and section hands, 
as far as they are knights. in short they want 
him to make the strike official with the knights 
Ail his men who strike under this arrange- 
ment are to be supported by the brotherhood. 
In return the engineers, firemen and switch- 
men will obligate themselves to stand by the 
knights om other roads if it should become 
necessary. This Mr. Powderly may agree to 
do and probably will, as the men are concern- 
ed who took the places of the strikers, if he 
can exercise any authority overthem. These 
propositions rest upon the condition that the 
engineers, firemen apd switchmen are acting 
in concert. Such a eombination is 
in existence. The switchmen have 
been promised that if they would strike on the 
“Q."’ the engineers and firemen would assist 
them on other roads when they have just grieve 
ances. This refers especially to the Lake 
Shore, where switechmen want to compel the 
employment of union men in place of those 
who took the places of the striking switchmen 
in 1886. But this effort is not to be made until 
after the trouble with the Burlington is settled. 
It is not at all improbable that the engineers 
and firemen will amalgamate permanently. 

This morning a detaii of one hundred -city 
police, taken from the different precincts, 
were massed at Des Plaines street station and 
instructed to relieve Pinkerton guards that 
have been keeping watch over the property of 
the Burlington road. From today forward the 
blue coats will have charge of the Burlington 
road in the city and will continue to protect it 
until the road signifies that it no longer needs 
protection.

Justice M.S. Combs held an ine 
quest. Frank Gallaghe*and Charles Hetter, 
two boys, testified that they saw l’orter shortly 
after 3 o'clock vesterday afternoon, and talked 
with him some minutes and Porter gave them 
his name and teld them that they would be the 
last white persons he ever expected to shake 
hands with. He went to sleep while talking 
to the boys, and they left himn leaning agains$ 
a fence, in which position the body was dis- 
coverod this morning. A _ sealed letter 
was found ia his pocket. It was 
addressed to his mother, who resides at 1717 
West End avenue. The jury returned a vere 
dict of death from morphine poison, adminis- 
tered by his own hands with suicidal intent. 
The deceased is a brother-in law of Mr. W. K, 
Phillips, who took charge of the remains. Mr, 
Porter was twenty-five years of age, and his 
presence in the city was unknown to his rela- 
tives.

Macon, Ga,, April 5.—[Special.]—Dr. Cosby 
Smith is dead. This was the unexpected an- 
nouncement,that in a very few min 
over the entire city. Ina little v 
thizing friends of the bereaved _j fa 
ered and comforted them. 

At about half past nine this 
Smith was seen at the depot, wit 
college girls, who was going to her 
eleven o’clock he had returned to the college. 
A few minutes after his arrival, 
he complained of a severe pain in 
his breasg. His wife, glancing at his 
face, was startled to see how pale and 
drawn it appeared. Shortly afterwards he felt 
a return of the pain, but not quite 80 severe. 
Thinking that he was suffering from the effects 
of indigestion, he remarked that he would go 
to bed and sleep awhile, and perhaps on 
awakening he would be feeling well, so he re- 
tired. At half-past twelve, while the pupils 
were at the dinner table, he awoke, and again 
complained of the return of the pains, also that 
it was difficult for him to breathe, and fell 
back upon the bed uncons¢iows. Mrs. Smith 
hurriedly summoned Dr. Bass. When they 
entered the room they found Dr. Smith lying

was laid onthe bed and medical assistance sent 
for. 

He grew weaker and weaker, all remedies 
being of no avail, and at2 o’clock he gavea 
few gasps for breath, partially raising himself, 
and then fell back dead. 

As a citizen of Macon he has held the high- 
est esteem of wll; as a learned professor he 
stood as one of the first. Atthe time of his 
death he occupied the chair of mathematics 
and astronomy. He was also librarian of the 
college. As a divine, he was a teacher, trained 
by the great teacher to labor in his vineyard. 

His life was one of deepest piety, combined 
with that openness of character which has won 
for him the love of all who knew him. 

Dr. Cosby Smith was sixty-five years old, 
born in 1823, in Green county. He graduated 
from Emory college in 1548, as valedictorian. 
Ife occupied the chair of principal of the 
Green county school system, and in October, 
1852, was called tothe high and honorable 
callin 

He has been attacked with-vertigo on several 
occasions before. He leaves a wife and several 
children to mourn his loss, and a host of friends 
as sympathizers of the family.

Blandford, J.—The act of December 15, 1871, 
(Acts 1871-2, p. 222) the title of which is ‘‘An 
act to create a board of commissioners of roads 
and reventies in the counties of Floyd, Berrien, 
Effingham, Sehley, Sumter and Greene,”’ is 
not in-conilict with art. 3, sec. 4, par. 5 of the 
constitution of 1868. There is but one subject- 
matter referred to in the act, and that is, the 
creation of a board of commissioners for the 
counties named; and that subjeet-matter and 
no other is clearly expressed in the title of the 
act.

By way of obseuring the question, the 
Macon Telegraph makes the following re- 
marks on the subject of the internal reve- 
uue: 

As an abstract proposition, hardly a single citizen 
would deny that itis bettcr to raise the revenue 
necessary for the maintenance of the government 
by a tax upor whisky than by a tax upon clothing 
and other necessaries of life. Ifthe tax were to be 
levied directly upon property in whisky or property 
in clothing, there can be no question that there 
would be a unanimous demaud that the former be 
made to bear the burden, It would be better to 
Pave less whisky than to go in rags. 

Such arguments as this may have consid- 
erable effect on men who permit other 
people to do their thinking for them, but 
these who do their own thinking, and who 
understand the situation, know that the 
talk about free whisky is all humbug. It is 
an argumentinvented by the whisky trust 
for its own protection, and some very clever 
editors have fallen into the habit of employ- 
ing it in the absence of any other argument. 

There is no such proposition .as_ that 
which the Telegraph announces. The 
great question before congress and before the 
country is not whether it is “better to raise 
the reyenne necessary for the maintenance 
of the government hy 4 tax upon whisky,’’ 
or ‘“‘by a tax upon clothing and other neces- 
saries of life.’’ Asa matter of fact, there 
is no such question at all. The great ques- 
tion is how shall the tariff and the surplus 

* be reduced? One is as necessary and as im- 
portant as the other. As Mr. Cleveland 
points out in his message, the surplus isa 
fact, and not a theory. This no doubt 
means that Mr. Cleveland believes the re- 
duction of the surplusto be quite as impor- 
tant as the reduction of the tariff. 

Now, this is the whole question before con- 
gress. and before the country—how 
can the surplus in_ the treasury 
and the tariff be reduced? Those 
who are in favor of practical free trade say 
that the internal revenue system should be 
perpetuated in order that the free list may 
be enlarged. ‘Those who are in favor of the 
prosperity of American interests, American 
industries and American workingmen say 
that the way to reduce the surplus, and to 
reduce the tariff at the same time, is to re- 
peal the internal revenue system, and thus 
compel congress, in order to raise supplies 
for the support of the government, to reduce 
the tariff to something like a revenue 
basis. 

There is nothing simpler than this propo- 
sition, and it is one that ought to meet the 
epproval of every genuine tariff reformer in 
the country. ‘The trouble, however, is that 
a gteat many genuine tariff reformers, 
especially in Georgia, are confused and de- 
ceived by men who pretend to be tariff re- 
formers, but who are really free traders in 
disguise. Whenthese masquerading tariff 
reformers are brought face to face with the 
proposition which we have outlined, they 
immediately begin to talk about the pension 
list, apparently forgetting or ignoring the 
fact that the present surplus is over and 
above what is required to pay pensions. 

Nevertheless, people who think for them- 
selves must inevitably inquire how there 
can be a reduction of the surplus, when the 
whisky tax is left intact, and when a reduc- 
tion of the tariff will more than double im- 
portations.

Mr. Atkinson’s Address. 

Hon, Edward Atkinson in his address 
yesterday gave some interesting facts, and 
nothing was truer than his statement that 
the wealth of a country depends on its 
amail industries, and good wages paid for 
labor. These bring more prosperity, better 
morals and make betier citizens, and take 
the world over, when you find them 
you find a prosperous, happy people who 
are contented, patriotic and law-abiding. 
We note with pleasure also what he says 
about the progress of the state since he was 
here in 1880. It is encouraging because 
Mr. Atkinson is noted for his keen observa- 
tion. He is also a very candid man, and if 
he did not believe what he said he would 
mot say it. He makes an important predic- 
tion in his statement concerning the proba- 
bility that the section of country from and 
including the Piedmont range to the At- 
lantic and gulf coast, will some day -be the 
great cattle country of the United States. 
It is far more probable than what he said in 
1880 would be the future of the cotton seed, 
which was then being used only for manure. 
He demonstrated that we have valuable food 
growths in our root crops to supplement our 
grass, and why should we not make this a 
grand cattle section if we improve our grass 
fields and grow the casava, if it will work 
such wonderful results as he affirms. It re- 


- eo A quires only cheep experiments to test the 


feasibility of his suggestions. It behooves 
our farmers to look well to these sugges- 
tions. We publish in full what he says, 
and while his address is short it is full of 
practical points that should be thoroughly 
digested by our landowners. Thousands of 
acres of land now lying idle in the south 
would be, if these ideas were tested and 
found to be as practical as they appear to 
be, greatly enhanced in value, and would 
not only be made profitable to the owners, 
but would add much to the material wealth 
of this section. 

An acre of land today is worth no more 
intrinsically than it was when the Indians 
roamed over it. It is the labor we have put 
on it that has increased its value. For a 
long time the production of cotton has con- 

umed most of that labor, which is now be- 

coming diversified, and which accordingly 
increases the value of the land. The culti- 
vation of the cotton plant and the sale of 
its products has been on a continued in- 
crease. Now we are to understand that we 
can ngt only continue this large increase but 
we should also make our broad acres yield 
enough food for all the cattle which we 
ought to raise, and which could be raised at 
only a nominal cost. 

We commend the views of our distin- 
guished fellow-citizen from Boston, and 
trust that he will live to sce not only ‘‘the 
girth of our people lengthened out several 
inches’’ more, but also to see the girth of 
our cattle several feet larger than at present.

A Fresh Reformer. 

In the Avril number of. the North Ameri- 
can Review, Mr. Rossiter Johnson has an 
article entitled ‘‘A Perilous Balance.’’ This 
perilous balance is ‘‘the almost equal divis- 
ion of American citizens between two great 
political parties.” 

Mr. Johnson, who appears to be both 
emotional and inflammable, is of the opin- 
ion that this almost equal division is at once 
serious and disgraceful; and he goes on to 
remark that if, in any political canvass, 
there isa right and a wrong side to the 
question at issue, then ‘‘about half of the 
voters are cither inexcusably ignorant or 
criminally dishonest.’’ Mr, Johnson thinks 
that the remedy for all this is more honest 
and better informed partisanship. 

Moreover, he wants to see tried what 
seems to him to be a promising experiment. 
He suggests the establishment of a metro- 
politan journal in which all the important 
news shall be given accurately, and the un- 
important excluded. He suggests that a line 
should be drawn. through the middle of the 
editorial page, so that one half of that page 
may be placed under the supervision of an 
able and a sincere democrat, and the other 
half under the supervision of an able anda 
sincere republican editor. 

There is no doubt that the cat-fight which 
would ensue would be temporarily interest- 
ing, but it is to be feared that it would not 
be impressive. As a matter of fact, Mr. 
Johnson is distressed about something that 
is neither distressing nor dangerous. He 
takes what seems tous to bea superficial 


view of the situation. He insists too much 
On the theory that one side is wholly right 


and the other wholly wrong. In_ politics, 
there is neverany contest as in law and 
morals between the absolutely right and the 
absolutely wrong. 

The contest is between men who differ in 
their opinions as to how the government 
shall be administered soas to perpetuate our 
institutions and to secure the greatest cood 
to all—just as in theology there are different 
interpretations of the Scriptures. Ifthe con- 
test were between right and wrong instead 
of between methods and measures, there 
would be little difficulty in the way of mak- 
ing-the country solidly democratic.

Our Flag Abroad. 

The foreign policy pursued by our govern- 
ment for some years past has seriously in- 
jured our national interests abroad. We 
have lost prestige, and our citizens do not 
feel safe when they are traveling in other 
lands. 

Our present trouble with Morocco may be 
a trifling affair, but the consequences may 
be anything but trifling. The point is this: 
Certain persons in Morocco who aré enti- 
tled to consular protection appealed to our 
consul, and the Moorish government refused 
to recognize his authority and treated him 
with contempt. . 

There can be but one opinion as to the 
duty of our government, but there is little 
hope of any, vigorous action. In Germany 
our naturalized citizens have been forced 
into the army time and again, and now 
France is doing “the same thing. At the 
time of the Virginius affair we yielded too 
much to Spain, whereas a British gun boat 
protected the rights of Englishmen by 
threatening Santiago with a broadsfde. 
Downin Mexico they trample upon our 
rights every month in the year, and still we 
make no sign. Speaking of these outrages, 
the New York Telegram says the proper 
principle to guide us was stated by Lord 
Palmerston in his famous speech, when he 
called upon the house of commons to decide 
‘“‘whetheras the Roman in days of old 
saved himself from indignity when he could 
say, ‘lam a Roman citizen,” so alsoa 
British subject, in whatever land he may be, 
shall feel confident that the watchful eye 
and the strong arm of England will protect 
him against injustice and wrong.’? 

This should be the position of our gov- 
erhment, and as the Telegram remarks, ‘It 
is to our lasting shame that American citi- 
zens in many parts of the world are obliged 
to pretend to be Englishmen to secure their 
viata" : 
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The Dutch Take Holland. 

The fact that the republicans were suc- 
cessfulin the Rhode Island election is a 
surprise to no one, but the completeness of 
their victory is rather more than the demo- 
crats were willing to concede, 

The result of the election is that a demo- 
cratic governor will be succeeded bya re- 
publican, and that the legislature is almost 
solidly republican, the general republican 
majority averaging about 1,500. The pro- 
prosed amendment to the constitution abol]- 
ishing the property qualification for foreign 
born voters, fails in not having received the 
necessary two-thirds vote. 

The democrats went into the cam 
with the chances heavily against them. The 


circumstances by which a democratic gov- 
ernor was elected last year, did not exist this 
year, in that the republican split in the 
state has been mended and the ticket of the 
party received a united support, while last 
year many of the most prominent republican 
leaders bolted outright and supported the 
democratic ticket, rather than sustain the 
work of the republican ring which had for 
years controlled the political situation in the 
state. This evilin the party was corrected 
toa great extent by the party itself, in the 
overthrow of the ring and the nomination of 
a ticket in the making of which the bosses 
had but little to do. 

Another thing which tended to increase 
the republican majority was the free trade 
searecrow which that party used for all that 
it was worth, and with great effect upon the 
workingmen. This put the democracy at a 
disadvantage, the result of which was shown 
in the republican majority.

Mr. Lawrence Gronlund is a socialist, a 
clever, gentlemanly socialist, with a clean 
shirt and white cuffs.

He may 
call himself Gronlund or something else, but 
he is the same dangeronsagitator. If hemp 
was the only cure for him in the good old 
times, would it not be equally as good now?

SULLY RESIGNS THE PRESIDENCY 


And Renders It Competent for the Present 
Directory to Elect General 
E. P. Alexander, : 


New Yorx, April 5.—[{Special.]—The Rich- 
mond Terminal directors met this evening, 
and the minutes of that meeting are well cal- 
culated to make something of a panic in the 
Rice-Libby party. It was generally under- 
stood, from the recent correspondence between 
that faction and Mr. Sully, that the new party 


would have little difficulty henceforth in com- | 


pletely mastering the situation. The outlook 
tonight is entirely changed, and the present 
administration has gained an immense ac- 
vantage. It is said that the Riee-Libby 
people confidently expected that Mr. Sully 
would hold the presidential fort~ until 
the stockholders should meet in May, 
and then resign, when they would be 
in position to elect his successor. Instead of 
that Mr. Sully resigned this afternoon, his res- 
ignation to take efféct April 12th. This*ena- 
bles the present board to elect whoever they 
choose, as president, at that time, and there is 
no reason why they should not eiect General 
E. P. Alexander himself, whom the Rice- 
Libby party have publicly insisted was the best 
possible man for the place. 

The directors. after accepting Mr. Snlly’s 
resignation today, passed a resolution which 
clearly shows that they are resolved to make a 
united stand against the opposition, and give 
battle to the bitter end. It is as follows: 

Whereas, The board andits policy is being pub- 
licly attacked in the newspapers of this city, by ad- 
yertisement; 

Resolved, That this board will resist, in every 
preper manner, the transfer of the contro! of the 
Richmond and West Point and Terminal railway 
and warchouse company into the hands ofa rival 
corporation. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 
Every director was present except James 
Swann. Even John H. Inman, Emanuel Leh- 
man and John H. Hall, whom the Rice Libby 
party have said would be on gtheir directors’ 
ticket, voted for the resolution, thereby prov- 
ing their allegiance to the present board. 

Mr. Sully was seen after the directors ad- 
journed, and asked if he had anything to say 
with reference to the proceedings of the meet- 
ing. He simply replied: 

‘‘Having, by my letter to Messrs. Rice, Lib- 
by and Clark, indorsed their request for a 
called’ meeting of the Terminal stockholders 
with a view to making material changes in the 
present administrtion, I did not feel that it 
was proper for me longer to continue as presi- 
dent of thatadministration, and therefore re- 
signed. In addition to that consideration I 
was somewhat influenced by the fact that 
I am making my arrangements to go 
to Europe and desire to go under as little care 
and as free from responsibility as possible. J 
am now entirely out of Terminal affairs and do 
not propose to take any part in the pending 
contest between the dissatisfied stockho!ders 
and the present board ofdirectors. I shall de- 
vote myself strictly to my own personal busi- 
ness, Which for a long time my official duties 
and engagements have caused me to seriously 
neglect. I have nothing further to say.

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~ EDWARD ATKINSON. 


An Interesting Talk From a 
Distinguished Man. 


Ghe American Local Self-Government—Sur- 
vival of the Fittest—The South 
and the East, Etc, Ete. 


Hion. Edward Atkinson, one of Boston’s 
most prominent citizens and a man who has 
gained 4 pational reputation by his forcible 
writings upon economical subjects, gave a 
highly interesting and instructive talk at the 
council chamber, on yesterday. 

The audience which greeted Mr. Atkinson 
was notable because of being composed of 
gome of Atlanta’s most prominent citizens. 
The meeting had been called by President 
Lowry, of the chamber of commerce, and, de- 
spite the fact that it bad been arranged on 
ghort notice, the couneil chamber was com fort- 
ably filled. 

Shortly after 120’cleck President Lowry an- 
nounced that Captain E. P. Howell would in- 
troduce the distinguished speaker. 

Captain Howell rose and ina few words re- 
Jated tlie circumstances of Mr. Atkinson’s 
visit to Atlanta during the cotton exposition. 
At that time he was a member of a committee 
to examine the address which Mr. Atkinson 
was to deliver. Captain Howell referred to 
that address in terms of strongest commenda- 
tion, saying that nothing that had been said 
since had done so much good for cotton pro- 
ducers. The good results of listening to ad- 
vice weré illustrated then. Noman orno na- 
tion ever failed by listening to good advice. 
The Franco-Prussian war and Germany’s_ tri- 
umph wege cited as evidences of the truth of 
this assertion where nations are concerned. 
The peopla of Atlanta ought always be ready 
to receive and profit by sepsible advice from 
sensible men. 

Mr. Atkinson arose amidst applause and 
spoke as follows: 

Gentlemen and Friends of At'anta : It is certain 
ly pieasant to have righteousness imputed to one, 
even beyoud what one is conscious of being bis own 
desires. Perhaps I spoke better than I knew when I 
came bere before, but it often happens, I think, 
that oue entirely outside a given art or industry can 
take a wider observation of facts than one who is 
brought down close toit, This, in some respects, is 
the danger tothe man who undertakes a broader 
view. 

I do not suppose I could raise a bale of cotton or 
handie it in any manner equal to that of those who 
were accustonied to it, but 1t happened that during 
the year 1561, having made acomplete study,as I like 
to of everything with which I haveanything todo,of 
the geography, the geology and chemistry of the 
cotton plant, I had printed a pamphiet entitled, 
“Cheap Cotton by Free Labor,” in which | drew 
out a picture of the future asit would be, drawing 
the altention of those who in 1861 hardly knew of 
the cxisience of the seel except as something to be 
piled up and left to rot alongside of the ginhouse;

I sce them growing all through 
your city of Atlanta, This is becoming not only the 
co 1 center of the great sections out of 
which wealth ls to come, to those who guide com- 
merce, but I see all around here springing up little 
shops in which small capital yields a large annual 
age: and employs the best class ot men who at 
he highest wages make goods at the lowest cost; 
but your general wages are not yet high enough for 
low cost or for the true conditicn. 

I do not like to hear of common labor at 75 cents 
aday. It is ostensibly cheap labor, but it does not 
stand for real“low cost of production. The man 
who ts only worth to himself 75 cents a day must of 
necessity confine his consumption to a few of the 
cOirsest articles of food and clothing and the 
commonest methods of life, and he must 
be main'y a,handicraftsman who can apply himself 
to only common work and compass :mall product. 
When representatives Breckinridge and Wilson were 
in Boston the other day after they had gone through 
three factories—one a great woolen factory, one a 
great clothing factory, and a great boot iactory— 
they came to my office and I said: “I ‘suppose you 
think you have touched the secret of the three hun- 
dred millions of dollars in the savings banks? 

will admit that a part of it 
comes from the operatives in those factories, but go 
out with me andin half an hour! will show you 
more than you have yet seen in all the jactories put 
together to account forthat evidence of material 
welfare in the depositsof the savings bank.’’ We 
went out on the street opposiie the old South church 
about ten feet wide with five-story buildings on each 
side, plastered over with signs. I looked around and 
on the door of a basement I 
saw ‘Gold Beater.” Said I: “M+. Breck- 
inridze come down here.’”’ We found a couple 
ofmen busy beating gold, for the dentist and for 
others, He talked tothe proprietor, and we could 
hardly get himaway. I then took him out and we 
looked at a sgnover another basement ofa 
enutier. Down we wentintoa hailfcellar and saw 
one man standing before a beated forge, and an- 
other with a lite trip hammer busily pounding 
away, forging blacdesfor shoe knives. They were 
so busy they could not stop to speak to us; they had 
too much todo. We looked on for five minutes,and 
as we only had halfan hour to spare, we passed on 
again and went up a flight of steps and saw the 
sigu “Athietic Clubs and Base Ball Bats.’’ There 
we found five men busily turning 
out wood work. Our half hour had 
thenexpired. Iturned to Mr. Breckinridge and 
said i: ‘“Youseeail thesesigns around here? If 
you will stay with mea month in the city of Bos- 
ton,in every half hour of the day. I can take you to 
some littie workshop of this kind where a few men 
rith small cavitaland with brains and hands com- 
bined, piving both art and industry, at high wages, 
which supports his family well yet leaves him his 
margin for the savings bank deposit. These are the 
men that are building up thecity faster than the 
factories, faster than the great industriesin which 
the operative ratherthan the workman is to be 
found, 

Now thething thatI witnessed here with the 
greatest satisfaction is the evidence that these little 
aris each inconspicuous in itself, each employing 
but small capital, but developing brain and hand 
alike, are growing rapidiyand that Atlanta, like

Now, gentlemen, I was put ina tight place yester- 
day when, after having told my friend Mr. Inman 
that Ishon'd be glad tocome here and meet my 
friends and grasp them by the hand, I tound that 
the answer hed been ex‘ended into the making of a 
set acd ress, With all the social Cu-ies that are upon 
me just at this present moment I could hardiy tind 
& moment to jot down a few notes, most of which I 
have neglected or forgotten. I will only give you 
one evidence Of progress which may amuse you a 
little, and yet when yoti get to the real meaning of 
it will stand for a good deal. 

When I was in London last summer I wes asked 
& rather offensive question. I was asked to explain 
the great deterioration of the peorle of America. 
This Englishman assume J that the fact was admit- 
ted and only wished to get a scientific explanation 
of it. He was surprised when I told him that by the 
Statistics of the better brei bors of the country, the 
students of Harvard and Yale as comrared with 
Oxford and Cambridge, it had teen made to sepeet 
from actual measurements of hundreds and thou- 
sands that the American Loy at 1s to 20 was taller, 
stronger and heavier than English 
boy of the same age. do not 
think the Englishman believed it at 
all. So when Icame home it occurred to me that 
would send outa circular letter to about one dozen 
of the great clothiersand get the measurements of 
clothes. Among the ten or twelve clothiers, the 
Statistics of at leastone hundred million garments 
were given, which had been made by 
them during the last twenty years,  prob- 
ably two hundred millions. In each one 
thousand there are so many of a certain 
size around the chest, and certain size around the 
waist. and certain length of legs irom 
whieh you can deduce the height and weight.. 
It appeared that in former times the height of the

speaking people had thus become united by com- 
mon interest, by interdeyendence rather than by 
independence each of the other, the barriers which 
had divided the tribes of Germany fell. It became 
apparent to them, asit has become apparent to us, 
that the only local self-government which can be 
maintained in its integrity, must te that which is 
sup r-ed and sustained by the great central power 
of a great nation. That was the lesson which .Ger- 
many fiad learned, and which enabled her to enter 
upon that war with France, and to maintain the in- 
tegrity of herempire. Thatis the lesson which we 
have learnei,we, in our thirty-eight interdependent 
states and territorics, united by a common interest, 
bound together by mutual rela:ions,each tupporting 
the other by an exchange of its production, we may, 
under tiie central sustaining power of the authoriiy 
of thenation, maintain loca! self-government in the 
strictest and in the truest sense. 

Where will you finda yseople more determined, 
more den o:ratic, more devyotec to the management 
of their own-affairs than the people of New kngland 
represented in their town meetings? The most dem- 
cratic system of government that ever existed, or 
that ever will exist in the world. 

Now, compare those conditions with the central- 
zed power—Great Britain. Witness the difi culties 
which we escaped, and under which Great Britain 
is now suffering. 

What would be the condition of New England, or 
of Georgia, or of any of the great states and territo- 
ries ofthis union, if it was necessary to go to con- 
gress for the right to establish a 
sewer system in the city of Atlanta, for the right to 
construct a railroad between ‘two sections of the 
state. There is where the centralized system of Eu- 
rope is breaking down, and where we are building 
up. We are gradually learning to delegate to a cen- 
tral government that part of the work which can be 
done best under the national power, andto retain 
to ourselves the controlof our local affairs in the 
trnest sense. This is something very different 
from the long forgotten idea of state sovereignty, 
jt is local self-government in the strictest 
®ense, sustained b the power of the 
nation and of the union, to which we are all now 
subject, we are subjected to the principles of liber- 
ty emplanted in all our institutions by our common 
ancestors, by Laurens and Patrick Henry as much as 
by Hancock and Adams, jof Massachusetis.

That is the 
root from which tapioca is derived. He knew 
what it meant. It fills the soil with roots 
to this extent, jit is a perfect food tor milch 
eows, hogs and sleep. From the firstof September 
to the present time, Captain Anderson has carried 
eight cows, three calves, two horses and three 
hogs on one and a half acres of cassava root. 
Your country is full of oppcr unities of tha: sort. 

Your next question is, what is the breed of cattle 
that wiil bear the heat and the conditions of the 
elsmate, and by and by it yw J not be expedient to 
avoid Florida beef as it is today. 

Here you have my friend Kimball coming down 
to suow you how to apply coldstorage. The inven- 
tion of cold siorage may enable you todo with your 
beef what 1 did wich my autumn pears last Septem- 
ber. 1 sent ten bushels of autumn ars 
into 2 cold storage house and on the 3lst of March I 
had the last bushel brought ont to serve my family 
for the month of April. Nobody knows of the im- 
mense possibilities of this land, and it depends upon 
the hand and thebrain of the individual rather 
than the state what we do with it. The individual 
being developed makes the state. We are going to 
try to find out ifour Boston east wind will do better 
for us inspite of our lack of land, than your genial 
climate, and yoursunny south will do for you. You 
are gaining on us. Whether we can keep ahead re- 
at to be seen.

But there are two sides to all these questions. As 
your consolidated railroad systems equalize con- 
ditions and reduce freight, the advantage in this 
section of the price of cotton may be diminished.
